Ex-State Patrolman Admits @ | 


Firing Records in Fit of Disgust 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 

Former Sgt. J. T. Bernhardt Jr., 
of the State Patrol, has admitted 
burning all financial records of 
the Department of Public Safety 
early Tuesday morning, stating he 
did it in a drunken fit of disgust 
caused by overwork during the 
past month. 

“There are no shortages of 
funds,” Bernhardt told a Consti- 
tution reporter yesterday, after 
Gov. Arnall had ordered Att. Gen. 
T. Grady Head to proceed toward 
having Bernhardt indicted and 

rosecuted, and to collect his $5,- 
00 bond. .“I did not set fire to 
cover any shortage. When we are 
able to reconstruct the records, it 
deg show every dollar accounted 
or.” 

“I know few people will believe 
it, because the circumstances 
would indicate a shortage,” the 26- 
year-old former assistant treasurer 
of the patrol said, “but I just got 
fed up with all the working on 
statistics, day and night, took a 
few drinks, said, ‘Oh, to hell with 
it,’ and struck a match to the pile. 


“An accidental fire partially de- 
stroyed the ledger on July 5, just 
as I was getting ready to go into 
the armed forces. The department 
kept riding me to reconstruct 
these burned records. As they 
rushed me, I worked day and 
night to get the records into 
shape. I had worked off and on 


until after midnight Monday, Then 
I went out for a few drinks. When 
I came back and looked at the 
stack of work, something just 
snapped. I grabbed them up, took 
them into the yard, and made a 
bonfire.” 

That’s the same story Bernhardt 
told his immediate superior, Capt. 
W. W. Johnson, patrol treasurer. 
It was Bernhardt himself who 
telephoned Johnson as the last of 
the records smoldered in ashes. 
Johnson said Bernhardt mournful- 
ly called him to come to the head- 
quarters at the Confederate Sol- 
diers Home and see what he had 
done. The captain said the assist- 
ant treasurer was in a drunken 
condition and weeping.

CASSINO, July 31.—(Delayed) 
(?j—King George VI climaxed a 
fast-moving eight-day tour of Italy 


by driving without pause through 
the scene of complete devastation 
which marks this famous battle- 
ground. 

Gen. Sir Harold Alexander, who 
has been the King’s constant com- 
panion during the trip, overruled 
the monarch’s desire for a close 
inspection of what probably will 
stand as the most shattered town 
in this war. 


An advance party removed 12 
German mines from a small area 
where it had been planned that 
the King would stand to view the 
battleground,. and a demolition 
charge went off on a hillside 
above the town about 400 yards 
in front of the King’s party-as the 
motor column approached Cassino. 

Although thousands of mines 
have been removed, the whole 
area still is dangerous and the 
King was advised not to leave his 
car. A red-lettered sign “Mines” 
still stands within three feet of 
roadside graves of two British cor- 
respondents rete pin killed here.

Ten persons were hospitalized 
in Wilmington.

The Harris County Improved 
Farm, Inc., is now a going con- 
cern, organized on the exact lines 
suggested in the comprehensive 
program announced in Atlanta by 
Callaway, as chairman of the agri- 
cultural panel of the State Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Board. 


Seven-leading citizens of Harris 
county put up $1,000 each. The 
money is not only in the bank, 
but approximately 100 acres , of 
“average” land have already been 
purchased. A farm manager has 
been appointed and he, the county 
agent, the county soil conservation 
expert and the seven directors of 
the new corporation have already 
been in consultation about exactly 
what planting programs will be 
best to make this plot into far- 
above-the-average farming soil. 
PROJECT'S SEVEN BACKERS 

Even in a county as strongly 
agricultural as Harris, a wide range 
of interests and activities is found 
among the seven men who s0 
quickly fermed this corporation at 
the suggestion of their neighbor.

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A Plan for Georgia Agriculture 

Cason Callaway, one of the nation’s best-known businessmen 
and a director of United Statés Steel, presented yesterday to a 
conference of business and civic leaders of Georgia a definite 
plan for Georgia agriculture which cannot fail to have historically 
important results, 

- In typical Callaway fashion, the plan was hot announced until 
its success was assured. 

It calls for an almost immediate investment of $1,000,000 in 
the farm lands of Georgia which can be rebuilt but which are 
not now productive. 

_ The plan provides for 100 corporations, covering as much of the 
area of the state as possible. Each corporation will have seven 
" stockholders, each putting up $1,000. Each corporation will buy 
- 100 acres of lafid, costing an average of $30 an acre. The $4,000 
“remaining will be spent in building up the land under the direction 
- of an employed farmer. Some corporations will be able to get 
“land for $20 an acre. They will, of course, have more to spend 
“on the land. Once the land is built up the corporation will borrow 
"$3,000 from the bank for cows, machinery and so on, The full 
r co-operation of the University System and the Soil Conservation 
Bervice is pledged to the plan. In Harris county, where Mr. 
Callaway has his farm, seven men have bought a farm, hired a 
_farmer, are at work. 

° As Mr. Callaway stated “poor land is the basic obstacle to 
* “farming. .. . Georgia is forced to compete, on $30 land, with land 
“worth $150 an acre. .. We have survived because of cheap labor 
... we will not see that wage scale (75 cents a day) in our lifetime.” 
- He would have Georgia’s soil built up to at least $70 an acre 
-Jand and on it he would have the proper crops. Not cotton. 
«It isa long-time program—over a span of years. There will be 
no immediate return from the investment. That has been the 
trouble with farm investments in the past. In an effort to get 
quick returns annual cash crops were planted, “mining out” the 
land. 

The beneficent results are impossible to estimate. Certainly 
they will be great. The investment of an immediate $700,000 in 
a plan for improving Georgia’s farm lands with another $300,000 
to put machinery and livestock on it, will be great. To this must 
be added the interest, inspiration and the benefits of visual 
evidence of what can be done.

Henry A. Alexander, of Atlanta, wants to, run for congress of the 
United States as a Republican. He now is circulating petitions 
seeking to obtain signatures of five per cent of the registered 
voters so that he may be on the ballot. Signing his petition is not 
a pledge to vote for him. It merely allows his name on the ballot. 

The Constitution is not interested in Mr. Alexander as a can- 
didate. The Constitution happens to believe that Robert 
Ramspeck, who is unopposed as the Democratic nominee, should 
receive an overwhelming indorsement. That is not the point. 

We hope Mr. Alexander will get his petition signed. His 
predicament illustrates the shabby condition and ethics of his 
own party—the Republican party—in Georgia and the south and 
serves to emphasize what The Constitution often has said—there 
is no two-party system in the south simply because the Republican 
party doesn’t want to go, to the expense and trouble to create one. 
The Republican party, in its Georgia state conventions, refused 
to provide for the nomination of congressional or state candidates. 
50, Mr. Alexander, who wants to run as a Republican, is forced 
to go to the people. In the interests of democracy we hope he gets 
his 5,000 signatures. 

The law which makes this necessary is a good and proper one. 
It provides that political parties which do not poll five per cent 
of Georgia’s vote in the last presidéntial election cannot get on 
the ballot unless they present petitions signed by five per cent 
of the registered votes, This is necessary and sensible in that it 
prevents any, and all, persons, eccentrics and peanut parties and 
groups, from crowding the ballot, making all elections tremendously.

The Turkish Colossus 
Sees the End of the War 


Russia drives on, courageously and with a 
paradoxical ponderous dexterity. 

The Americans«and English at last break out 
of the peninsula of Normandy and may finally 
be said to be in France. 

They will, within a few days, be ready to make their next move 
or moves. It may be another landing. It may be the beginning 
of a flanking movement to get in behind the west wall and the 
harbor of Le Harve, It may be a flanking drive southward to 
nullify the coast along the Bay of Biscay and to force the Ger- 
mans away from Bordeaux. 


The three could be combined. 
Will they succeed? 


We with our natural loyalties, optimism and faith, believe they 
will. 


Is there any supporting evidence? 
There is. The very best of evidence. 


The Turkish colossus is about to join the Allies. Yesterday it 
broke off diplomatic relations, It is yet undecided as to war. 


But the Turks have waited a long time. 
They are not really needed. 


And, too, it is well known that it is not so much the desire 
to join in the victory which impels the Turks. Their obvious 
wavering during the past few weeks and their desire to join hands 
with the Allies presents very clearly one of the chief political 


factors of the postwar problems. 

THE DARDANELLES In these days of Hitler, Hirohito and 
Mussolini one is likely to forget that 

the dictator who did the greatest job of all was the late Kamal 

Ataturk. , 

It was Ataturk who took the broken Turkish empire (The Sick 
Man of Europe) and with a reorganized army defeated Greece, 
bluffed England to a standstill, and won a treaty conference be- 
yond his own wild dreams. Not only that, but he literally changed 
the entire customs, traditions and folkways of a nation—something 
never before accomplished in all the history of mankind. 


Ataturk hated England. His foreign policy took on a Soviet 
tinge because the two nations stood together. The Dardanelles are 
Russia’s only outlet to the warm seas. 


Ataturk died in 1938, after a life in which wild dissipation and 
Herculean accomplishments were its outstanding features. Ismet 
Inon, his old general, succeeded him. 


In the fall of 1939 Ismet signed with England, rather than the 
Russians, but left himself many loopholes. He chose the British 
because the Soviets had signed a pact with the Germans. 


For a time he seemed to have guessed correctly. The Germans 
swept through Russia. But the tide turned. Turkey began to be 
very friendly, through her loopholes, to Russia. 


DAY OF DECISION The Dardanelles made up the backdoor 
where Winston Churchill tried and 


failed in the first World War, When Turkey lost the war but won 
the peace because of Ataturk’s fanatical armies and demands, the 
Dardanelles were even more heavily fortified, 


Now Turkey sees Russia winning. What is more, Turkey knows 
Russia will exact a price of victory—not more territory than she 
now has—but an outlet to thé sea. 


Turkey knows at war’s end the Dardanelles will be nationalized: 
that is managed by a board of trustees of many nations. They will 
be open to the use of all nations. Turkey knows, too, that if she 
is on the outside when the deal is made she will have to take what- 
ever is presented—or fight. Turkey does not yet want to fight. 


So, Turkey begins to try and get in as a partner. The truth 
is, the Allies are not greatly interested that Turkey join up. It 
might be a little more difficult to settle with Turkey as a partner 
than it will be if Turkey is in the position of one that sat by get- 
ting fat while the others marched and fought and went into debt. 


Turkey thinks the Germans definitely are headed toward de- 
feat. Turkey knows England isn’t too friendly. 


So Turkey wants to move in—not so much to be in at the kill 
as to be in at the conference table as a full partner when the dele- 
gate ong the Soviet Union rises and says, “Now, as to the Dar- 

anelles.” 


THE OUTLOOK Turkey will be accepted as an ally if she 

: makes common cause. It is a pity, really, 
Turkey didn’t throw her lot in with the Allies two years ago. She 
could have waited, even, until the Russians had turned the tide at 
Stalingrad. Her weight would have been felt. 

It is true she would have suffered. The Germans would have 
bombed her and thrown some sort of campaign against her. The 
Turks were woefully lacking in airplanes. But she did have a 
good army. The Turks are good fighters. 

It is true the Germans did know to the last detail what she 
had—having sold and installed most of it, including railways. It 
also is true Turkey was waxing fat and prosperous, 

So, Turkey waited until she was sure about victory. 

But very unsure about the Dardanelles.

Continuing Thoughts 
On Peace Essentials 


Following remarks of yesterday morning in 
reference to the necessity of maintaining rigid 
military control of Germany until such time as 
the fanatical, mentally distorted Hitler youth of 

today can die out and make way for another German generation, 
it is obvious that even then there will be little hope for the security 
of the world unless it can be assured that this new generation on 
which we pin our hopes can get a decent, honest and truth-filled 
education, 

Just how we are to go about the task of seeing that children in 
German schools receive the kind of education which will make 
them fit to live with decent folks, instead of making a lot of hood- 
lums and gangsters, is too big a problem for solving here. 

It doesn’t seem feasible that we could install teachers from the 
United Nations in all German schools, even if we could find enough. 
And it would be a staggering job to keep the kind of supervision 
desirable over German teachers. Yet something must be done. 

It would be possible to see that only desirable textbooks were 
used in postwar Germany. Even this, however, would not guard 
against word-of-mouth teaching in Nazi falsehood from teachers still 
clinging to the ridiculous theory of ‘‘master race” and so on. 


REAL DANGER What must be prevented is the teaching to 

coming generations of Germans that they are 
the greatest people on earth, a nation of “supermen,” as their schools 
have taught under the Hitler regime. 

Furthermore, there must be no teaching of racial hatreds or 
jealousies; nor, from the other angle, must the innate German sense 
of inferiority be encouraged. It is that deep, inner inferiority 
complex that has made the German people into the hateful “herren- 
volk” theorists of today. ; . , 

Young Germans must be taught the truth about this war and 
the last. The truth about their origins and causes and the truth 
about the dishonor and treachery of the Nazi criminals who have 
held control of their land for more than a decade. 

They must not be permitted to believe that Germany should 
have, and would have, won either war if something or other they 
could not control had not happened. They must learn that German 
forces were roundly whipped at their own specialty, battle, and 
that the strength of the decent nations is be re than that of such 
gangster aggressors as Germany has become. 

They must be taught that there is fullest opportunity, in the 
future, for the development of those good qualities which the Ger- 
man people, before they surrendered completely to militaristic 
ambition, possessed in such high degree. 

They must be told of the days before the wars they began, when 
Germany was fast winning highest place in all the world in the 
sciences and in many of the arts, 

They must learn that the German who composes a great sym- 
phony or discovers néw ways to ease human suffering and to pro- 


long human life, is a great German, whereas the German who leads ° 


attacking armies into blood orgies is a criminal to be disposed of 
as any other criminal. 


THE OLD GERMANY They must be taught about the old 


Germany which, before insane lust for 
war wrecked her, was fast becoming one of the greatest industrial 
and commercial nations in the world. Of the Germany which was 
well along in the creation of a great merchant marine. The Ger- 
many which gave the world Mendelssohn and Wagner and Luther 
and all the other great. 

They must not be so taught that they always regard Hitler, 
whatever his ultimate fate, as a national hero and a great man to be 
admired and enshrined, 

They must be shown the truth, that he was a paranoiac whose 
insanity led not only to wholesale slaughter, but led, too, to a Ger- 
many dishonored and discredited before the whole world, a Ger- 
many sunk to the gutter, 

These are the things, in the line of education, which must be 
done. 

German teaching must be cleansed of the foulness which has 
tainted it for so many years. 

German teaching must show its children that there is oppor- 
tunity for decent men and women and nations and only ruin and 
death for the other kind, the Hitler kind. 

It is a problem staggering in its proportions. Yet, if we are to be 
assured continuing peace, it is a problem which must be solved.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 2.— 
In the hearing of about a thou- 
sand men and women and some 
Whitcomb Riley types of mid- 
western boys and girls, most of 
them carrying small political plac- 
ards on sticks, Tom Dewey inti- 
mated on his arrival in Spring- 
field today that his journey from 
New York to St. Louis for 4 con- 
ference of 26 Republican Gov- 
ernors is, in fact, a campaign trip. 
He said he and Gov. Dwight 
Green, of Illinois, who met him 
at the railroad station, were en- 
gaged in a great campaign, a con- 
tinuation of their war on gang- 
sters in which both fook part 14 
years ago. 

This was a reference to Green’s 
prosecution of Al Capone which 
condemned Capone to long, pen- 
sive years in Alcatraz and to con- 
tinving oblivion in Miami, 1nd 
his own attack in New York on 
the underworld alliance of Tam- 
many and the racketeceis of un- 
ionism. 

Up to this point, the Dewey 
party had preferred to pretend 
that he was not campaigning just 
yet but only conferring with other 
leaders of the Republican party. 
It is a fine point but he did cam- 
paign today, both in his small 
oration to the crowd at the sta- 
tion and in the press conference 
at the executive mansion, This, 
incidentally, is a large and re- 
markably tasty house which mark- 
edly excels the equally large but 
monstrous old heap in Albany 
which, nevertheless, hes served 
four New York Governors, to 
date, as a prep school for the 
White House. 


Dewey’s precise mind apparent- 
ly has it that a campaign doesn’t 
begin until the nominee actually 
starts throwing volleys of lefts 
and rights to the face and body 
in prepared speeches. In _ that 
sense, he is still doing calisthenics 
and working out on the heavy 
bag in the gym, for he refused to 
elaborate on his reference to the 
continuing war on gangsters, just 
now, 


Intimation? 


This may be taken as an inti- 
mation, however, that when the 
seconds are out of the corners and 
the bell rings he will tear into 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as the pro- 
tector of some of the foulest crim- 
inals of the age who, in turn, in 
this contest, are supporting Mr. 
R. both financially, out of. the 
colossal treasuries, which he help- 
ed them to amass, and, politically, 
through the organizations which, 
in the guise of labor’s gains, he 
helped them to create. The men- 
tion of gangsters and the continu- 
ation of the old war against them 
refers to the legal protectorate 
which was maintained for high- 
way robbers of the criminal un- 
derworld of unionism, when con- 
gress tried to pass laws against 
union racketeering, and to the late 
Lepke Buchalter, whose field of 
operations was that section of the 
New York needle trades domi- 
nated by Sidney Hillman. 


Mr. Hillman, the boss of the} 


CIO-Communist Political Action 
Committee, is politically and per- 
sonally in Roosevelt company, 
and Dewey is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the career and as- 
sociations of Lepke, whom he 
once prosecuted for extortion and 
with Hillman. And he has neither 
awe of nor illusions about Roose- 
velt as a machine politician. Mr. 
Roosevelt will not come into the 
ring as a commander in chief in 
this phase of the campaign but as 
one who befriended the oppres- 


movement on a quid pro quo un- 
derstanding which reduced labor 
to helplessness. 


Dewey’s themes apparently will 
be jobs under private enterprise 
when peace comes, as distinguish- 
ed from public employment at 
dole wages, and the exploitation 
of the worker by subsidiaries of 
Roosevelt's party through racke- 
teers and manipulators in the un- 
ions. He has returned to the 
thought, first expressed in his 
acceptance speech in Chicago, 
that until the war created millions 
of jobs at public expense, Roose- 
velt’s only solution for the un- 
employment of 10,000,000 work- 
ers had been government make- 
work projects. 


To Challenge 


Wendell Willkie refused the is- 
sue four years ago but this year, 
for the first time, the subject of 
real jobs and law-abiding union- 
ism, all for the benefit of labor 
itself, is coming to challenge. 


Frank Simpson, a Negro em- 
ployed in the Governor’s office in 
Albany, is a member of Dewey’s 
staff on thi§ trip. As the party 
drove to Abraham Lincoln’s tomb 
this afternoon, he remarked grave- 
ly that this pilgrimage stirred in 
him feelings which he could not 
well express.

How Long Can Japan 
Fight After Nazi End? 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Armg and Navy 
men are somewhat at variance in their views on 

a the length of the gap between the downfall of 

— Germany and the ultimate defeat of Japan. 

Seme of our top-ranking admirals have a feeling that it will take 
us a year and a half after the defefit of Germany to force the Japs 
into unconditional surrender. Army men of equal rank think the 
gap can be reduced by at least six months, perhaps more than that. 

Both groups frankly admit, however, they are engaging almost 
entirely in guesswork in projecting a date for the end of the war 
in the Pacific, pays a certain amount of intelligence information 
which, as professionals in the art of war, they are better able to 
appraise than the layman. 

In suggesting the longer date, Navy men are using simple logis 
tics as a basis for their calculations. They reason that it would 
take us some 18 months, after Germany’s collapse, to shift enough 
of our forces from the Atlantic to the Pacific theater to encompass 
Japan's defeat. 


VAST UNDERTAKING .Considering the enormity of the un- 


dertaking, such an assumption seems 
reasonable enough, if we grant the necessity of retaking first the 
Philippines, then chasing the Nipponese out of China and Korea, 
before making a final assault on the Japanese home: islands. 

Judging by all of the determined resistance shown on the islands 
we have taken from them, 18 months would probably be a con- 
servative estimate of the time required to subdue them, once our 
hands are frée of the Nazis. 

But Army and Navy men both, it seems, are failing to include 
in their calculations one of the most important factors related to 
the Pacific war. It has to do with the future course of Russia in 
the war, after Germany is knocked out. 

Russia now is a party to a nonaggression pac with Japan. Yet 
no informed person believes the Soviet government will wash its 
hands of the war once Germany is done for. 


REDS HATE JAPS The Russians don’t like the Japs any more 

than we do. Besides, they have an an- 
cient grievance to settle. Most Americans who have traveled to 
Moscow in official or unofficial capacities during the past year have 
returned with a distinct impression that the Red army will be ready 
and anxious to turn its face toward the Orient as soon as the Nazis 
are out of the way. , 

There are good reasons for believing that a full accord to this 
end has already been reaehed between Washington, London and 
Moscow. Naturally, it must be kept as a closely guarded official 
secret, if it is true. 

Certainly it is not unreasonable to assume that we. have re 
ceived commitments to this effect from Marshal Stalin, in view of 
all the assistance we have extended the Soviet Union in the war 
with Germany. 

No matter whether the war with Germany lasts another year 
or blows up within the next few months, as most informed people 
now think it will, Russia will be left with the greatest standing 
army in the world. It would be easy for her to divert of 
her forces to Siberia to chase the Japs out of China. 


. ICK With that sort of collaboration, the war 
SHOULD BE OU in the Pacific should be of short dura- 


tion. While the Russians were pressing the attack on land, the com- 
bined British and American fleets, either one of which is now more 
than equal to anything the Japs have to offer, would be able to 
strike devastating blows from the sea and air. 

Under those circumstnces it well might be that the haughty 
little warlords of Tokyo would throw down their arms in despair 
without the necessity for us invading their country and making a 
shambles of their cities. ‘ 

The one thing that encourages the thought that this is likely to 
happen is the supreme authority invested in the Japanese Emperor, 
Hirohito. Unlike the situation in Germany, where. Hitler is the 
supreme head of government, the Japanese Mikado can — > 
government whenever he pleases. It is within his power to 
overboard the war leaders when he chooses. 

In fact, the Emperor has already dismissed the Tojo govern- 
ment which initiated the foul blow on Pearl Harbor, although there 
is no present indication that the new regime intends to relax in 
the Japanese war effort. 

It is only a step from what has already been done to Tojo to 
another Tokyo government which would be responsive to peace 
overtures. And that is the way the war with Japan will end, many 
persons believe. 

When Japan’s leaders finally realize all is lost and nothing is 
to be gained by further prolonging the conflict, we may expect 
another government change, with a new premier installed who will 
be ready to talk terms. That will be the beginning of the end.

Goebbels also gave that away. 
In the‘r speeches both Hitler and 
Goebbels said, “They' can't play 
Badoglio with us.” High-ranking 
members of the Officers’ Corps, 
desperately caught between Scylla 
and Charybdis were undoubtedly 
seeking a way out that might spare 
Germany from utter chaos and Eu- 
‘rope and themselves from what is 

now coming. 

The Scylla was defeat. The 
Charybdis was what the Nazis 
would do to Germany and Zurope 
before the final collapse. The@assas- 
sination of Hitler would not help 
unless it brought immediate peace, 
on ‘terms that would exclude the 
annihilation of the German state, 
and give the German anti-Hitler 
forces some shred of authority. As 
everyone who carefully reads the 
papers has observed, emissaries of 
Wehrmacht officers have been se- 
cretly approaching the allies, both 
Russian and Anglo-American, try- 
ing to create a situation in which 
they could liquidate Nazism and 
end the war. , 
—— OVERTURES 

From Stockholm we were in- 
formed that “conservative German 
circles” had approached the Rus- 
sian ambassador, Mme. Alexandra 
Kollontai. 

At the same time, there have 
undoubtedly been overtures to the 
British ambassador, Sir Samuel 
Hoare, in Madrid, British circles 
in Switzerland, and through the 
Vatican to Anglo-Americans in 
Rome. 

Heinrich Himmler: acted before 
the Wehrmacht could, The Wehr- 
macht was impotent because it 
could get nothing from us except 
“unconditional surrender.” 

History will judge whether we 
have been wise in our political 
conduct of the war and in the un- 
conditional surrender formula. But 
the result of this counterstroke 
of the Nazis can already be fore- 


Under the pressure of dramatic 
events it is almost forgotten that 
Goebbels announced weeks ago the 
considered intention of the Nazis 
to bring about in defeat the de- 
struction of Europe. At that time 
it was argued: What can they do 
that they have not done before? 
Shoot a few more hostages? Send 
more robot bombs? These will not 
change the course of the war. 
WHAT THEY INTEND 

It is a mistake to underestimate 
the Nazis. They intend to bring 
down the entire social structure of 
Europe. i 

If a great many ignoramuses had 
not been telling us for a long time 
that Nazism is only another mani- 
festation of Prussian militarism 
and that Prussian militarism is 
only an expressicn of the whole 
German nation, we would have a 
better concept of whet the Nazis 
are capable of. Nazism did not 
start as a conservative movement, 


but as a rabble-rousing, nihilistic, 


revolutionary gangster movement, 
and that is how_it will end. 

The cry that i@ now being raised 
has been implicit in the Nazi move- 
ment from the beginning, and has 
been only mitigated by the con- 
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servative German forces now being 
liquidated. Robert Ley let himself 
loose with the scream of “Down 
with the blue-blooded swine!” The 
immediate result of untrammeled 
Nazi control will be that every 
decent person in Germany is going 
to be classed as a reactionary and 
liquidated. The idea of turning 
the Fascist movement to the rab- 
ble, giving untrammeled leeway to 
the dregs of humanity was born in 
Mussolini's mind with his down- 
fall, and it is significant that he 
is On the spot, with Hitler, as this 
new phase begins. 


SHEER TERROR 


We should expect to see all the 
slogans usually associated with 
Bolshevism come out of Germany 
now, while the masses of all Eu- 
rope are encouraged to blind vio- 
lence and directionless civil war, 
while the Nazis at the same time, 


murder foreign workers in Ger-| %° 
many, trying to raise the German| /, 


workers against them, out of sheer 
terror for their own lives. The 


slogans already.are “Equalization a 
of the Burdens of War” and “De-| % 
fense Against the Imperialist Plu- ae. 


tocracies.” 

This will not help-the Nazis to 
win the war. 
make any victory chimerical, catas- 
trophic and worthless. They count 
on the Allies being unable to deal 
with the forces they will loose, 
and on a peace that will but deepen 
disillusionment throughout Eu- 
rope. They dream of creating such 
ehaos that the Allied armies will 


have to use draconic measures to) - 


suppress it, through which meas- 
ures the burden of despairing hate 
will be diverted to the Allies from 
themselves. 


And in Germany there will be 
no counter-authority — political, 
military, or moral—to restrain 
them.

The two planks in the Democratic platform which, aside from the 
crystal clear declaration for winnin 
have been hailed wtih most satisfaction by the southern people were 


these: . 

1. The déclaration calling for an 
end.in discriminatory freight rates. 
Under the rates long prevailing, 
southern industry has had a 39 per 
cent burden to carry. This re 
quired the*payment of lower wages 
and prevented the desired expan- 
sion of manufacturing. Until that 
handicap is removed, the south is 
treated as a red-headed stepcbild. 
The resolution was offered by 
Prentiss Cooper, Governor of Ten- 
nessee, in behalf ofe all. southern 
and some western Governors, and 
supported ‘by the North Carolina 
members of the platform commit- 
tee. It ig of record that Dewey 
criticized the policy that would 
give the south equality of freight 
rates that New York and New Eng- 
land enjoyed and the Republican 
platform was silent on this much- 
needed justice that would put the 
south on equality with other states 
and no Republican Governor has 
advocated*an end of the discrim- 
ination, 

2. The platform makes this dec- 
laration: 


We favor federal aid to educa- 
tion, administered by the states 
without interference by the fed- 
eral government. 


The greatest wrong the Repub- 
lican party did the south, and the 
greatest injustice to the Negro, was 
that after the War of the Sixties it 
promised, public schools to the 
Negroes who could then pay 
nothing to their support and im- 
posed the whole burden on the im- 
poverished south.

Lowder- 
milk holds that the least the Allied 
Nations*can do to recompense for 


\the suffering the race has under- 


gone is to establish, in the TVA, 
the means whereby their homeland 
may become prosperous. 

More, in a world in which there 
are no new frontiers, an agricul- 
turally modern and prospering 
Palestine might serve as an object 
lesson for the soil conservation 
and farm redemption of the entire 
Middle East.

What happened was they had 
been running along a hedgerow 
and as the turret operator swung 
his gun in a forward arc, they ran 
the end of the barrel smack into 
a big tree. 


You would think the vehicle had 
to be going 100 miles an hour to 
plug the end of the barrel for 2% 
feet simply by running into a tree. 
But it doesn’t. This one was going 
only 20 miles an hour, 


It took the ordnance boys four 
hours to dig the wood out with 
chisels and reamers. The inside of 
the barrel wasn't hurt a bit, and 
it went right back into action. 


A three-inch antitank gun was 
brought in with a hole in the bar- 
rel about six inches back from the 
muzzle, The hole came from the 
inside! What Happened was this: 
A German bazooka gunner fired a 
rocket at the antitank gun. It made 
one of those freakish hole-in-one 
hits—went right smack into the 
muzzle of the big gun. 


About six inches inside it went 
off and burned its way clear 
through the barrel. Nobody got 
hurt, but the barrel was unre- 
pairable, and was sent back to 
England for salvage. 

A tank was brought in that had 
been hit twice on the same side 
within a few seconds. The entrance 
holes wére about two feet apart. 
But on opposite side of the tank 
where the shells came out, there 
was only one hole. The angle of 
fire had been such that the second 
shell went right through the hole 
made by the first one. , 

In another case an 88 shell 
struck the thick steel apron that 
shields the breech of one of a 
tank’s guns. The shell didn’t go 


through. It hit at an angle and 
just scooped out a big chunk of 
'steel about a foot long and six 
inches wide. 

It’s very improbable that in the 
whole war this same shield would 
get hit again in the same place. 
Yet they can’t afford to take that 
chance, so the weakened armor 
had to be made strong again. 

They took acetylene torches and 
cut out a plug around the weaken- 
ed part with slanting sides the 
same as you'd plug a watermelon. 
Then they fashioned a steel plate 
the same size and shape «@s the 
hole, and welded it in. 

The result is that the plug fits 
into the hole like a wedge and it 
would be impossible for a shell to 
drive it in. It’s really stronger now 
than it used to be.

There already are half a dozen 
of these units here and more 
coming in. They fix anything from 
a motorcycle to truck tires. They 
don’t bother with ordinary holes 
such as nail holes. Practically all 
their work is on tires damaged by 
shrapnel or bullets. 

Each repair outfit consists of one 
officer and 15 men. They’ve been 
especially trained and their lead- 
ers usually were tiremen back in 
civil life. 

They move in three trucks. 
When they set up, the three are 
backed to each other to form a 
T, thus making a shop with three 
wings. You get up to it on a port- 
able staircase. 

Outside on the ground tires are 
stacked all around. One set of 
soldiers works all day with knives 
carving out the rubber around the 
damaged places. Then they take 
the tire inside, and a machine 
roughens the edges of the holes so 
the filling with stick. 


Then they mould in 
ber and put the tire in of 
baking machines. It’s hotter 
blazes in there. It takes an 
and 45 minutes to bake each 
so you see they can’t turn 
out very fast. 

They'll repair a tire that has 
to six holes, but if it has 
than that they send it back to 
land. A six-hole tire takes 
hours of baking.

This Year’s 


War Bill 


Placed at 90 Billion 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(#)—Gearing his figures to the assump- 
tion of a German collapse before next June.30, but a longer conflict 
with Japan, Budget Director Harold D. Smith today estimated war 
spending during the current fiscal year will be about $90,000,000,000. 


Smith described the estimate as 
“highly tentative” because of the 
assumptions with respect to the 
course of the war. 


“Tf victory in Europe should be 
delayed, the production of muni- 
tions will be stepped up to what- 
ever may be needed,” he said. 

“If German resistance should 
collapse earlier than assumed, ex- 
penditures for the current fiscal 
year may be somewhat below the 
$90,000,000,000 estimate. 

BIG SPENDING ALL YEAR 

Smith pointed out that the end 
of hostilities in Europe would per- 
mit a cutback in war contracts, 
but cautioned that the cash outgo 


‘twould decline only with a consid- 


erable time lag. For example, he 
said, expenditures for pay and 
subsistence, including mustering- 
out pay, would remain at a high 
level all through the fiscal year 
(July 1, 1944-June 30, 1945). 


The new war spending estimate, 
contained in a statement revising 
the budget estimates of January 
10, is little changed from the for- 
mer one, although various adjust- 
ments have been made. 

The estimate on Navy expendi- 
tures remains unchanged at $28.,- 
500,000,000, but the War Depart- 
ment is boosted from $47,600,000,- 
000 to $47,900,000,000. The Mari- 
time Commission figure remains 
$4,700,000,000; that for the War 
Shipping Administration is _ in- 


creased from $1,893,000,000 to

spending from $5,507,000,000 to 
$5,900,000,000. 

The biggest change from the 
January estimates is an increase 
of nearly $5,000,000,000 in net re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year—from 
$40,769,000,000 to $45,663,000,000. 
Actual net receipts in the fiscal 
year ended last June 30 totaled 
$44,149,000,000, double the preced- 
ing year. 

The new estimate on direct tax- 
es on individuals is $18,935,000,- 
000, up from $18,113,000,000, but 
still short of the $20,290,000,000 
collected in the last fiscal year. 

Expenditures for all purposes 
are estimated at $98,404,000,000 
compared with the previous esti- 
mate of $97,954,000,000, and with 
$93,743,000,000 spent in the pre- 
vious year. 

This leaves a deficit of $52,741,- 
000,000, almost $5,000,000,000 be- 
low the January estimate. The 
higher estimate on tax receipts ac- 
counts for the reduction. 

EXPENSES NOT DUE TO WAR 

Expenditures for activities not 
directly chargeable to the war are 
estimated at $5,754,000,000, not 
including $3,750,000,000 interest 
on the public debt. 

Smith predicted a public debt 
of $251,286,000,000 at the end of 
the fiscal year. The previous esti- 
mate was $258,000,000,000. 

Smith asserted that prices have 
been held relatively stable “be- 
cause individuals and business 
have been willing to save the dif- 
ference between the amount of’in- 
come at their disposal and the 
value of the goods available.” In 
this connection, he commented: 
“The experience of the last few 
months indicates that the Ameri- 
can economy has reached a state 
of balance. The balance, however, 
is of a very delicate nature and 
might still be’ destroyed; it would 
be destroyed if we should relax 
wartime controls too early.”

Farmer’s Wife 


Is Fatally Shot 


Svecial to THE CONSTITUTION. 

BUENA VISTA, Aug. 2.—Ex- 
citement prevails in this section 
over the shooting today of Mrs. 
John M. Brady, 52, wife of a 
prominent farmer at Five Points, 
eight miles north of here. Brady, 
the husband of the dead woman, 
is confined in a jail outside the 
county on a charge of murder. 

Sheriff R. E. Dillard, of Marion 
county, says that Mrs. Brady was 
killed by a shot in the neck from 
a .410-gauge shotgun. He says 
that he found the shotgun, with 
an empty shell, in Brady’s room. 
He also says that when neighbors 
arrived on the scene they found 
Brady in bed in the room, appar- 
ently under the influence of liq- 
uor. 

The sheriff stated tonight that 
he has not yet completed his in- 
vestigation, but that a physician 
discovered Mrs. Brady’s body in 
the hallway of her home. He re- 
ported that he has heard, but has 
not yet confirmed, a rumor that 
Brady himself had put in calls for 
a lawyer, a physician and an un- 
dertaker. 

Mrs. Brady was a bride of three 
months. At the time of her mar- 
riage she was the widow of Sam 
Davis, of this county. The sher- 
iff states she has two small chil- 
‘ren who were in the house at the 
time of the shooting. Mrs. Brady 
also had two children by a for- 
mer marriage. The physician dis- 
covered the body about noon to- 


day. 
Sheriff Dillard further report- 
that, on account of Brady’s 
condition, he has been unable so 
far to obtain a coherent statement 
from him. Brady, a rural mail car- 
rier near the retirement age, is a 
man of means in his community. 
Brady’s first wife was killed in 
an automobile accident near Co- 
lumbus about 18 months ago.

Should Slow Down, 
Eat Heartily

Some girls talk themselves right 
out of. gerting married, They talk 
they scare the boys away. 
Men are wary of women who 
all the time. Now, this isn’t advice 
on how to get a husband, but. I 
can’t think of a better way to 
break the highly strung thin girls 
of their incessant and wearing 
chatter, 

I have seen thin jumpy girls talk 
so much and so fast at lunch they 
only ate half their food. With this 
nervous temperament often goes a 
highly active intestinal tract which 
hurries the food along before it is 
completely absorbed, so that not 
as much good is obtained from it. 
Excitement doesn’t improve this 
state of affairs. 

Of course, it isn’t only talking 
too fast and too much that keeps 
the thin girls from gaining weight. 
All their movements are too fast. 
They habitually walk too fast and 
make quick, jerky movements that 
tend to build up muscular tension. 
The muscular tension is a big 
factor in underweight. 


So whether you are looking for a 
husband or are just trying to add 
much needed weight and curves 
on your own account, s-l-o-w 
down. Take plenty of time for 
meals and eat slowly. That means 
breakfast, too. Allow 20 minutes 
for it, not two minutes. For gain- 
breakfast should consist of 
fruit, cereal, toast, an egg, and 
beverage. ; 

It takes three well balanced 
meals a day for a reserve of 
calories to gain on. Lunch time is 
meant for eating—not for trying 
on clothes, Any girl who is pain- 
fully thin would be wise to avoid 
doing anything at noon except eat- 
ing and relaxing afterwards. 


Dinner also should be a leisurely 
meal furnishing the protective 
foods not included in the other two 
meals; two vegetables, meat, fish 
er fowl for a complete protein, 
bread and butter, dessert and milk. 


Three dietary changes. should 
step up the calories to the gaining 
point, a better breakfast, a second 
slice of bread and butter with each 
meal, and a full quart of whole 
milk a day. 

But you have to slow down to 
give the calories a chance to turn 
into curves. One of the best rules 
for gaining is to get up 30 minutes 
earlier than usual to allow ample 
time for everything. Starting the 
day hurrying piles up tension, and, 
almost without realizing it, you 
accelerate all your motions—talk 
too fast, walk too fast, and lose 
weight too fast!

in experiencing the trip over the new Alaskan highway while it is 
yet in its primitive stages. The road is broken through extending 
from the United States into Alaska, and transportation over the 
route is now moving; however, the fact remains that the road is yet 
to be improved, revised and advanced to an extent beyond our 


own thoughts.

Bill To Lower County Taxes 
Voted Down in Heated Debate 


By LORRAINE NELSON 


The much-advertised pre-pri- 
mary harmony among Fulton 
county commissioners blew up like 
a buzz bomb when Commissioner 
Clarence Duncan, charging ex- 
travagance in the public works 
department, introduced a resolu- 
tion, which the three-man majori- 
ty promptly voted down, to re- 
duce the county tax rate for 1944 
by one mill, or $2.50 per taxable 
person. 

Duncan bared his teeth for the 
first time since his election to 
the commission a year and a half 
ago, having till now been mainly 
a quiet student and observer of 
the county’s government, although 
generally siding with minority 
leader Charlie Brown. 


The shot fired yesterday, at the 
commission’s August meeting, was 
apparently just the first of a num- 
ber expected to detonate through- 
out the county in coming months. 
Emboldened by Brown’s smashing 
victory over Al Ragsdale, who 
was supported by the majority, 
and Commissioner Ed L. Almand’s 
defeat for ordinary, the minority 
is expected to take a more aggres- 
sive stand in coming months. On 
its agenda is reform of the county 
police. 

During the heated debate on 
the resolution seeking to lower 
taxes and ‘a reduction in the 
budget of the public works depart- 
ment, of which Ellis Barrett is 
chairman, by $130,000, Duncan 
pointed out that county public 
works have been vastly reduced 
by lack of machinery, lack of ma- 
terials and a 50 per cent drop 
in number of convicts. The public 
works. budget. he said, is $1,434,- 
250, or $300,000 more than last 
year. Number of employes of the 
department, however, shows only 
a small drop as compared with 
the decrease in the amount of 
work they have to do, he said. 

As an example of inequalities 
needing correction, Duncan said 
that one public works employe 
gets $190 per month for looking 
after a few bloodhounds, while a 
man in charge of one of the coun- 
ty’s model dairy farms, with one 
of the finest Guernsey herds in 
the south and who, in addition, 
supervises 10 convicts assigned to 
him, gets the same salary. 


“The public works department 
is a crying shame,” said Duncan, 
after the meeting.
